the bones of someone buried years ago. 
The earth was taken from around the 
-casket, (which was in a good state of 
preservation) carefully and its contents 
'removed. 


An examination by "William War- 


nor, an employe in the sfceel depart- 
ment, leads him to believe the skeleton 
was that of a woman. He bases his 
opinion on the fact that the Jaw bones 
were small, and the teeth, .also. 
In 


fact, all the boues wore of smalt con- 
struction. 
The teeth were really beau- 


tiful. 
They were perfect in preserva- 


tion and arrangement. 


The coffin and the hones were ordered 


stored away under a bridge way near 
the place of excavation. It was thought 
they would be safe. But no. Omi- 
oaity seekers and relic hunters visited 
the place last night sometime and car- 
ried away the skoll and most of the 
coffin and the bones. 


The place where the ghastly find was 


made was formerly an old cemetery, 
the first burying place of the city. One 
of the oldest citizens said this morning 
that he remembered when a little red 
brick Catholic church stood where the 
Burgess now is, and the 
burying 


ground adjoined the church. 
He re- 


membered also when the cemetery was 
moved and many of the bodies were 
taken up and re-interred in the new 
grounds. Several years ago coffins were 
found when excavations were made at 
the lower mill.

The germs of this disease cannot ob- 


tain a foothold until the resistive pow- 
ers of the tissues have been reduced. 
There must he not only the seed, but tho 
soil. Tliis impaired power of resistance 
may be the result of heredity, aud this 
influence in the cassation of disease is 
seldom shown to better advantage than 
in the history of consumption. There 
have been instances in which a single 
case introduced iuto a long and sound 
ancestry has vitiated the stock forever. 


How unfortunate that such matters 


are so little considered in marrying and 
giving in. marriage I It is not that the 
disease is inherited, but the vulnerable 
tissues, the feeble resistive powers, ren- 
der the offspring an easy prey to the 
ubiquitous bacillus. This weakness often 
shows itself by a tendency to become ill 
from slight causes, a sicklinesa not by 
any means to be confounded -with merely 
a lack of robustness or sfrength. One 
organ or part of the body, frequently 
the mucous membrane, is usually more 
prone to become affected, and the begin- 
ning of the disease can often be traced 
to an attack of some slight ailment. _

parents may sho-w these characteristics, 
hut also those of parents generally en- 
feebled, or whose ages are widely sepa- 
rated, or-who are closely related by blood,

hove in sight. 


The men were taken on board and 


cared for. On Monday the schooner I. 
B. Merritt, Jr., passed near the bark. 
She was signalled, and as she was 
bound for Boston, the Johnson's crew 
asked to be -taken on board. 


The Merritt's captain consented and 


when off Race Point the men got into 
their dories and rowed nine miles to 
this point. They were only a day be- 
hind their vessel, which reached here 
and reported the loss of her men.
